LOCATION:  1440 Oak Hill Road (Old State Route 42) in Rickman, TN., south of 
Sulphur, TN; Overton County. Lat. 36.2924 long. -85.3682  

 

WATERSHED DESCRIPTION:  Cordell Hull Watershed  (HUC 05130106). Surrounding land 

is scattered woodlots, fields and industrial facilities. Wetlands are isolated dominated by 
herbaceous plants and intensively mowed. Hydrology is localized runoff. 

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: The proposed project involves the construction of 2,000,000 

square feet of greenhouses by Hydroserve Tennessee for the production of lettuce. The proposed 
site contains five wetland areas 0.05 acres, 0.47 acres, 4.1 acres, 0.54 acres and 0.01 acres. The 

site was redesigned from its initial concept to eliminate impacts to only the 0.54 acres and 0.01 

acres of isolated wetlands. Both of these sites are herbaceous that undergo annual mowing to be 
maintained as pasture. 

Compensatory wetland mitigation will occur onsite with the enhancement of 3.3 acres of 

the existing 4.1 acres wetland. The 4.1 acres site has its native forest community removed 
and is intensely mowed while the hydrology has not  been significantly altered. 

Enhancement shall consist of the increase in post development higher peak for storms 

between 2 and 5 years while peak flows from the 10 through 100 year storms will be less.  
Tree seedlings shall be planted at a density of 400/acre. The site will be monitored with 

annual reports and performance criteria established.  

In accordance with the Tennessee Antidegradation Statement (Rule 1200-4-3-.06), the 

division has determined that the proposed activity will not result in degradation to water 

quality.

The request must be filed within the comment period, indicate the interest of the 
person requesting it, the reasons that the hearing is warranted, and the water quality issues being  

raised. When there is sufficient public interest in water quality issues, the department will hold a 

public hearing.
